In India during the week ended July 14, 1906, there were 450 cases 
and 346 deaths from plague. 

MoT'tality in the Punjab in 1905. 

The Punjab, for the fourth successive year, shows the highest rate 
of mortality in India in 1906. Of a total of 956,108 deaths which 
occurred in the province, 334,897 were due to plague, the ratio per 
mille from this cause alone being 16.65. 

The sanitarj^ commissioner for the Punjab remarks that since the 
appearance of plague there have been 1,127,186 deaths recorded from 
the disease. The registered deaths from " fever " are much more 
numerous, numbering 3,925,247. Calculating from the last census in 
1901 the deaths from fevers during the four years and nine months 
have numbered 2,239,146 and from plague 1,122,977, making a total of 
3,362,123 from these two causes alone.
